It has been called to our atten­ 
tion th at many people m Coman­ 
che county make a 
practice

turning their «iock ont, to 
the 
discomfiture of their 
neighbors. 
F or their benefit we fcmbUak the 
follow ing: 
“ Any person wlio shall wilfully 
turn out or cause to b© turned out* 
on land not his own or under his 
control, or who ebaU wilfully fail 
or refuse to keep up any stock, 
prohibited by law from running 
at large in any county or subdi­ 
visions of any county in this state, 
in which the slock law has been 


adopted or who 
shall 
wilfully 
allow such stock to trespass upon 
the land of another,in such county 
or subdivision thereof, 
or 
who 
shall wilfully perm it to run 
at 
large any stock of his own, or of 
whieb he is agent or of which he 
has control, and not perm itted to 
run at large in any county or sub­ 
division of any county of this state 
in which the stock laws has been 
adopted, shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine in any 
sum not less than five dollars and 
not over fifty dollars.”
